| Carrum Tareves.— The business of stealing 
cattle and butchering them is carried on to an 
alarming extent in this city. Scarcely a day 
passes that seme rascal is not brought before 
the Police Court on a charge of stealing cattle 
which may happen to be running at large and 
on the prairies, and selling them to butchers, 
and by them immediately slaughtered. If our 
friends lose their cattle and wish to ascertain 
their whereabouts, we advise them to visit the 
slaughter houses located on the outskirts of the 
city, in some of which they will be almost sure 
to find the hide and horns of their lost cattle. 
Yesterday Marshall Dean, known as a “ Cal- 
umet cattle thief,” was brought before Justice 
Akin, at the Police Court, charged with stealing 
a cow and three heifers from Wm. Glannin and 
Thomas Daily. They were taken from a lot near 
the Fair Grounds, at the time the Fair was un- 
der way, and driven to Calumet, where they 


cluded to drive them to this city and sell them. 
When he arrived at the place where they were 
stolen from, be was met by Glannin, one of the 
owners of the cattle, and proposed to sell the 
cattle to him for $50.

witnessed such an exhibition. This unforte- 

nate class of persons, whose minds are as ac- 
tive and whose seesibilities are as acute as 
those of other men, being shut out from the or- 
dinary avenues for the expression of thoug t, 
find in their increased power of communicating 
ideas by the countenance and gesture, a partial 
compensation for the loss of speech and hear- 
ing. No one who loves his race and sympa- 
thizes with the suffering can view this exbibi- 
tion without surprise and delight. All who feel 
interested in deaf mute education, or have re- 
latives or friends who are deaf and dumb, will 
of course be present. 


We have received from Rev. E. B. Tut- 
tle, Missionary of the Episcopal Church in this 
city, a copy of the “Journal of the 22d Anaual 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of Illinois,” which was held in 
this city on the 14th, 15th and 16th days of Sep- 
tember last.
